But  we  have 
a  record  of  most  of  them  and,  if  some  of  you  would  like  to  know  "Where  we  heard 
that,"  we  will  try  to  tell  you  when  you  ask.

We  are  sure  she  will  appreciate  reimbursement  for  the  actual  cost  of  producing 
these  booklets,  particularly  such  additional  copies  as  are  sent  upon  request. 
This  cost  is  very  close  to  90  cents  for  the  Massachusetts  Genealogy  and  $1.15 
for  the  Crossman-Kennedy  Family  Tree,  either  of  which  can  be  supplied  separately 
We  believe  there  are  enough  of  each  for  all  the  children  and  grandchildren  who 
might  be  interested  in  such  a  record.

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Notes  on  Grossman  Genealogy 


Method  of  Reckoning  Time. 

Due  to  the  cumulative  error  built  up  in  the  Julian  Calendar  by  making 
every  1th  year  a  leap  year,  instead  of  omitting  one  leap  year  in  each  century, 
old  dates  do  not  agree  with  the  current  calendar.  To  correct  this  discrepancy, 
ten  days  must  be  added  to  dates  shown  between  1600  and  Feb.  29,  1700  and  eleven 
days  from  then  until  Sept.  2,  1752,  when  the  present  calendar  was  adopted  in 
the  colonies. 

Until  1752  also  the  civil,  ecclesiastical  and  legal  year  in  England 
began  on  March  25th  and  the  historical  year  on  Jan.  1st.  Here  the  year  was  ac¬ 
counted  to  begin  on  March  1st.  Dates  for  January  and  February,  therefore, 
frequently  show  two  years,  i.e.  (1721-22),  indicating  it  was  1721  for  the  year 
beginning  in  March  and  1722  for  the  year  starting  Jan.  1st. 

It  was  from  this  custom  that  the  names  of  the  months  from  September 
through  December  were  derived.  Starting  with  March,  these  are  the  7th,  8th, 

9th  and  10th  months  of  the  year,  as  the  Latin  roots  of  their  names  indicate. 

Numbering  System 

The  first  digit  in  the  number,  shown  herein  before  each  new  name, 
indicates  the  generation  to  which  the  individual  belongs,  starting  with  the 
original  Robert  of  Taunton,  Each  son  of  each  family  is  numbered  consecutively  - 
1,  2,  3  etc.  -  this  digit  being  added  to  the  father's  number  after  the  change  ir.1 
the  generation  indicator.  In  this  way,  each  number  is  a  key  to  the  complete 
line  of  descent  of  the  individual  to  whom  it  applies.  Daughters  in  each  family 
are  lettered  rather  than  numbered. 

1790  Census  Figures 

Published  reports  of  the  first  U.S.  census  in  1790  list  only  the  head 
of  the  family  by  name.  Figures  shown  in  parentheses  in  the  census  notes  on  the 
following  pages,  i.e.  (1-2-3)  indicate  (1)  the  number  of  males  over  16  years, 
including  the  head  of  the  family,  (2)  the  number  of  males  under  16  years  and 
(3)  the  number  of  females,  including  the  wife. 

Crossman  or  Crosman 

No  distinction  is  made  in  these  pages  with  regard  to  the  two  methods 
of  spelling  the  name.  It  seems  that  in  the  early  days  spelling  was  a  matter 
of  little  importance,  particularly  to  the  clerks  who  kept  the  old  records. 
Considerable  importance  has  been  ascribed  to  the  spelling,  by  some  of  the  family 
in  more  recent  times  but  they  all  sprang  from  one  source  originally.  No  attempt 
is  made  here  to  separate  them. 

Crossman's  Mills 

Thomas  Linkon  (now  sp.  Lincoln)  was  the  first  miller  in  Taunton.  He 
purchased  the  mill  lot  in  16U9.  Robert  Crossman,  Jr.  bought  it  from  Linkon* s 
sons  in  1688-9  for  60  pounds.  The  dam  and  mill  were  then  rebuilt  and  a  fulling 
mill  added.  Known  as  "Crossman’s  Mills"  it  was  operated  continuously  by  this 
family  until  1823  when  it  was  closed  and  the  buildings  removed. 

General 

Unless  otherwise  noted,  all  towns  named  herein  are  in  Massachusetts'. 

Names  and  numbers  marked  with  an  asterisk  (#)  are  in  the  direct  line 
of  descent  to  the  accompanying  "Family  Tree,"

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CROSSMAN  GENEALOGY 


These  are  some  of  the  descendants  of  John  Crossman,  who  came  to  Taunton, 
Mass,  in  1639  -  perhaps  from  Somersetshire  in  England,  a  descendant  of  Lawrence 
Croseman,  Gent,  -  but  possibly  from  the  village  of  Crosse  in  Cornwall,  where  the 
surname  may  have  originated  as  a  "place  name,"  Cornwall  parish  records  show 
that  one  or  more  daughters  of  a  John  Crosseman  were  married  shortly  before  1639. 
These  may  be  the  same  family. 

John  was  one  of  the  I46  First  Purchasers  of  the  Town  of  Taunton.  He  is 
believed  to  have  come  a  widower,  aged  about  5>1  or  52,  bringing  with  him  his  son 
Robert.  Robert  remained  in  Taunton,  married  and  had  a  family  of  12  children,  so 
it  is  he  who  is  generally  credited  with  being  the  patriarch  of  the  clan  in 
America,  Massachusetts  records  indicate  that  John  was  expelled  from  the  colony 
in  1661  for  using  too  strong  language  in  defense  of  the  Quakers,  whom  he  later 
joined  in  Providence,  R.I.  (In  1677  he  sold  all  rights  in  Providence  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  people  called  "Quakers.")  R.I.  records  state  that  John 
Crossman  (a  mariner)  died  in  Newport  in  1688,  aged  about  100.

Joseph  (331)  was  the  only  son  of  Joseph  (23)  of  Taunton.  He  came  to  Easton 
in  1713  from  Bridgewater,  where  he  was  residing  temporarily  with  his  sisters. 
He  was  a  quiet,  pious,  influential  citizen  and  became  an  elder  in  the  church. 
Known  as  Joseph,  Sr,,  he  was  Town  Treasurer  in  17U7 ;  Corp'l  in  the  first 
military  company  of  Easton  in  1757.  He  died  in  1776  at  the  age  of  86,  and  is 
buried  in  the  old  cemetery  near  the  Green.  The  name  has  now  entirely  dis¬ 
appeared  from  the  Town,

FOREWORD 


The  search  for  the  "roots"  of  this  family  tree  developed  very  soon  into 
a  quest  for  information  about  Josiah  (or  Josiah  Allen)  Crossman  and  his  chil¬ 
dren,  even  though  his  name  was  unknown  to  us  in  1937  when  our  inquiry  began. 

The  relatively  good  records  of  the  early  Massachusetts  towns,  and  the  fact  that 
many  of  these  records  are  compiled  alphabetically  and  published  in  book  form, 
made  the  collection  of  data  for  the  accompanying  "Genealogy  of  Crossman  Families 
in  Massachusetts"  a  fairly  simple  task. 

There  was  also  a  more  recent  period,  when  current  family  records  and  the 
memory  of  persons  still  living  when  the  project  was  begun,  proved  generally 
sufficient  for  our  needs.  On  the  Crossman  side,  the  earliest  of  these  was  a 
record  in  his  widow1 s  family  Bible,  of  the  1820  birth  of  Orrin  W.  Crossman  in 
the  "Canandaigua  country"  of  New  York.  There  was  no  mention  of  his  parents. 

Between  these  two  stages  of  family  history  was  a  transition  period, 
during  which  the  more  adventurous  -  or  the  more  discontented  -  of  New  England 
families  loaded  their  possessions  into  covered  wagons  and  started  West,  to  make 
their  homes  and  fortunes  in  the  new  land.  This  is  the  period  to  which  Josiah 
and  his  offspring  belonged.  They  were  the  rolling  stones,  the  pioneers,  and 
the  story  of  their  travels  and  their  pauses  en  route  is  typical  of  the  process 
by  which  the  midwest  was  settled.  But  they  were  also  the  unknown  connecting 
links  between  past  and  present  family  history  and  any  knowledge  of  who  or  Ttfhat 
they  were  is  hard  to  come  by.  They  left  behind  them  no  notice  of  where  they 
were  going  and  in  the  new  communities  they  helped  to  form,  it  was  years  before 
adequate  records  were  kept. 

The  name  of  Josiah  Allen  Crossman  appeared  for  the  first  time  during  a 
search  of  land  records  in  the  Ontario  County  courthouse  in  Canandaigua,  N.  Y. 

In  l8ll  he  purchased  120  acres  of  land  near  the  hamlet  of  Fishers  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  township  of  Victor,  (then  part  of  Bloomfield  Twp.)  N.  Y.  He  was  described 
in  the  deed  as  "of  Westmoreland  in  Oneida  County."  He  "and  his  wife  Eunice" 
sold  it  in  l8lf?.  No  other  pertinent  records  were  found  at  that  time. 

The  form  of  his  name,  plus  the  fact  that  he  lived  at  a  time  when  second 
given  names  were  first  coming  into  general  use,  made  it  seem  likely  he  was  a 
Josiah  Crossman  whose  mother's  maiden  name  was  Allen.  A  fortunate  inquiry  in 
Middleboro,  a  town  whose  records  have  not  been  published,  had  developed  for  us 
previously  a  complete  line  of  descent  for  such  a  person  in  our  Massachusetts 
genealogy .  He  would  have  been  £9  years  old,  married  to  a  second  wife  and  al¬ 
ready  the  father  of  numerous  children  at  the  time  of  Orrin  W's.  birth  in  1820. 

He  had  started  west  -  to  Petersham  and  Shelburne  in  Massachusetts  -  before  1790. 
Probably  he,  or  possibly  a  son  of  the  same  name,  was  Orrin' s  parent.  But  no 
further  evidence  appeared  and  there  the  matter  rested  for  many  years. 

A  revival  of  interest  in  this  history  in  I960,  resulting  from  a  chance 
inquiry  about  the  family  from  another  Crossman  in  Nebraska,  was  accompanied  and 
considerably  spurred  by  the  discovery  of  two  important  new  lines  of  evidence. 

One  was  a  letter,  in  the  Revolutionary  War  pension  file  of  Josiah  A.  Crossman, 
from  his  son,  Timothy  E.,  referring  to  his  father  as  "Josiah  (or  Josiah  Allen)" 
and  giving  sufficient  data  on  his  age  and  birthplace  to  confirm  his  identity

with  the  Josiah  ($6531)  of  our  Massachusetts  genealogy.  A  second  "break-thru" 
resulted  from  the  disclosure  of  a  correspondence,  in  the  early  1900's,  between 
Olive  (21ba)  and  Isabelle  (21bb)  Dix  in  Michigan  and  a  second  cousin,  Perry  L. 
Grossman  (llaa)  in  Missouri,  outlining  the  family  of  Josiah  Allen  Crossman  (11) 
as  shown  in  the  following  pages.  This  supported  the  assumption  that  Orrin  W. 
was  a  son  of  Josiah  Allen  but  the  number  and  birthdates  of  these  children  made 
it  seem  quite  unlikely  the  elder  Josiah  was  the  parent. 

„  Josiah' s  birth  in  1761  appears  in  Norton  town  records  but  his  pension 
file  indicates  birth  and  residence  in  Mansfield.  Since  Mansfield  was  set  off 
from  Norton  in  1770,  both  records  probably  refer  to  the  same  community.  He 
enlisted  (at  the  age  of  lU )  January  1,  1776  in  Capt.  James  Perry's  Company,  Col. 
Sargeant's  (Mass.)  Regiment  for  one  year  -  served  13-|  months  (Ref.  American 
Archives,  Ijth  Series,  Vol.  i|,  p.  61|2).  Second  term  (enlisted  for)  6  months  in 
1777  in  Cobb's  Company,  Key's  (Mass.)  Regiment  -  served  U  mos.  and  8  days. 

Third  term  -  1  year  from  March  16,  1778  in  Trafton's  Company,  Topham's  (R.I.) 
Regiment.  He  was  wounded  in  Gen'l.  Sullivan's  retreat  from  Rhode  Island.  The 
pension  file  number  is  S-29105. 

Nearly  fifty  years  after  the  war,  about  1832,  he  x^ras  granted  a  pension 
of  Fifty  Dollars  a  year  only,  having  been  unable  to  prove  his  service  in  the 
R.I.  Regiment.  His  original  pension  claim  was  then  13  years  old.  In  1855, 
additional  proof  having  been  found,  his  pension  x-ras  increased  to  include  the 
R.I.  enlistment,  making  it  $80  a  year  retroactive  to  1832.  The  nexj  certificate 
was  dated  in  Washington  just  a  few  days  after  Josiah' s  death  in  Michigan.  Such 
generosity  on  the  part  of  the  Government  might  come  as  a  shock  to  present  day 
veterans.  But  the  payment  of  around  $700  in  past  due  pensions  after  his  death 
led  to  the  filing  of  an  estate  for  him  in  Macomb  County,  Michigan.  His  estate 
file  has  proved  to  be  a  splendid  source  of  information,  not  only  providing  im¬ 
portant  details  about  his  family  but  also  in  pointing  up  interesting  manners 
and  customs  of  that  day. 

Josiah  (or  Josiah  Allen)  seems  to  have  left  Bristol  County  shortly 
after  his  marriage  in  1782.  He  appeared  in  various  records  between  1786  and 
1800  in  Greenfield,  Shelburne  and  Petersham  towns,  all  in  what  was  then  Worces¬ 
ter  County  in  central  Massachusetts.  A  fire  in  his  Greenfield  home  destroyed 
most  of  his  possessions,  including  his  discharge  papers,  which  accounted  for 
much  of  his  later  trouble  with  the  Pension  Office. 

He  moved  to  Nextf  York  (evidently  with  a  second  wife)  shortly  after  1800, 
living  in  Oneida  County  until  about  I8H4,  then  in  Victor  Tirp.,  Ontario  County. 

He  remained  there  and  in  adjoining  Perinton  and  Mendon  Twps.,  Monroe  County  for 
35  years.  About  18U9,  some  four  years  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Josiah  went 
to  Michigan  to  spend  the  rest  of  his  days  with  his  daughters. 

One  characteristic  of  this  family,  noted  throughout  the  records  that 
are  available,  was  their  tendency  to  gather,  and  remain  for  some  time,  together 
in  a  community.  At  least  three  related  families  lived  in  Shelburne,  Mass.; 
three  or  more  in  Ontario  County,  N.  Y.j  three  in  Macomb  County,  Mich.;  and  four 
or  five  near  Rockford,  Ill.  This  trait  has  been  of  material  assistance  in  lo¬ 
cating  records  and  tracing  family  connections. 
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The  story  of  Josiah  Allen  Crossman  (Jr.)  has  been  much  more  difficult  to 
develop  than  that  of  his  father.  Throughout  our  search  of  public  records,  he  has 
proved  a  "will-o'-the-wisp"  -  time  after  time  failing  to  appear  in  documents 
where  it  had  seemed  certain  he  could  be  found.  It  seems  he  left  Ontario  County 
shortly  after  Orrin  W.  was  born  in  1820,  residing  elsewhere  in  Mew  York  until 
after  1826  and  then  moved  somewhere  into  the  midwest  -  prior  to  the  appearance 
of  part  of  his  family  near  Rockford,  Ill.  around  1850.  We  would  very  much  like 
to  know  where  they  lived  during  the  30  years  that  intervened. 

Census  records  show  that  Josiah  (Sr.)  had  two  sons  before  1790,  one  of 
whom  undoubtedly  was  Apollos,  and  the  other,  probably,  was  Josiah  (Jr.).  An 
affidavit  filed  in  Josiah' s  estate,  naming  Apollos  and  Timothy  (b.  1791)  as  the 
only  two  surviving  sons,  would  place  the  death  of  Josiah  (Jr.)  before  185>5>,  and 
other  records  indicate  it  was  more  likely  before  183>0. 

Evidence  that  a  younger  Josiah  actually  existed  no  longer  depends  en¬ 
tirely  on  Perry  Crossman's  letters,  naming  him  as  his  grandfather.  The  original 
land  purchase  record,  in  Ontario  County,  N.Y,  in  1811,  and  the  appearance  of 
Josiah  Allen  Crossman"  in  several  court  records  there  in  the  years  immediately 
following,  could  hardly  have  referred  to  Josiah  (Sr.),  who  lived  in  Oneida 
County  until  about  I81I4. .  The  sale  of  this  land  in  l8l5  was  apparently  the  re¬ 
sult  of  some  such  court  action. 

A  further  study  of  the  deeds  recording  this  sale  shows  that  Josiah 
Allen  Crossman  was  known  to  the  "Master  in  Chancery"  who  took  the  acknowledg¬ 
ments  on  all  of  them  but  the  fact  of  his  marriage  was  not.  His  wife's  name  was 
interlined  on  all  three  grantor  deeds  and  witnesses  produced  to  testify  to  her 
identity  and  her  status  as  his  wife.  This  situation  probably  resulted  from  a 
recent  marriage  -  about  I8II4,  since  the  deeds  were  dated  in  January  l8l£.  Mo 
such  misapprehension  would  have  been  likely  concerning  the  elder  Josiah,  who 
had  U  or  $  young  daughters  and  a  second  wife  of  l£  years  standing  in  his  house¬ 
hold  then. 

The  second  wife  of  Josiah  (Sr.),  whose  given  name  we  have  not  learned, 
died  about  18U£  and  he  did  not  remarry.  Eunice,  however,  was  definitely  part 
of  the  family  group  in  the  Rockford,  Ill.  area  in  the  1850's.  She  bought  land 
in  Harlem,  mortgaged  it  to  meet  expenses  of  some  kind,  then  sold  it  in  l8^U. 

When  she  sold  she  signed  the  deed  by  mark,  just  as  she  had  done  in  N.Y.  forty 
years  before,  and  this  time  her  mark  was  witnessed  by  her  son  Orrin  W.  and  by 
Allen  (middle  initial  could  F,  I  or  J )  Crossman,  whom  we  have  not  yet  identi¬ 
fied.  The  well-documented  presence  of  Eunice  as  a  part  of  the  family  in  both 
the  N.Y.  and  Ill.  communities  seems  to  point  unmistakably  to  the  real  life 
existence  of  her  husband  -  for  part  of  that  time  at  least. 

Improbable  as  it  seemed,  and  confusing  as  it  proved  to  be,  the  little 
pioneer  community  near  Harlem,  Ill.  had  two  Eunice  Crossman's.  1%Q  census 
records  showed  Eunice  living  with  Timothy  and  it  was  easy  to  assume  our  Eunice 
was  keeping  house  for  her  brother-in-law.  But  we  have  since  found  two  deeds 
from  Timothy  "and  Eunice  his  wife",  conveying  land  in  nearby  communities  in 
18Ul  and  UU.  Her  signature  on  these  was  spelled  Eunace  and  she  signed  them 
herself.  Her  absence  from  later  grantor  deeds  by  Timothy  and  an  185 2~ letter 
in  his  pension  file,  stating  that  he  had  "no  wife  or  other  dependents"  indi¬ 
cates  18^1  as  a  probable  date  of  her  death,  three  years  before  the  other 
Eunice  sold  her  property  there.

The  search  goes  on  for  further  information  about  this  family  and  for 
confirmation  from  public  or  family  records  of  the  many  points  on  x-jhich  our 
present  knowledge  is  woefully  inadequate.  But  it  is  not  believed  substantial 
changes  will  now  appear  in  the  Crossman  history  which  follows.  As  for  the 
other  family  lines  outlined  on  these  pages,  much  of  the  material  relating  to 
them  was  obtained  more  than  25>  years  ago  from  people  who  are  no  longer  with  us. 
It  was  submitted  in  draft  form  to  the  living  members  of  each  group  with  whom 
we  were  able  to  make  contact.  They  had  an  opportunity  -  and  an  invitation  - 
to  make  such  additions ,  corrections  and  comments  as  they  considered  proper  and 
to  all  who  cooperated  in  this  regard,  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks.  We  trust 
the  final  result  will  be  satisfactory  to  those  who  are  interested.

Except  for  the  inclusion  of  Eunice  (12),  the  foregoing  is  based  on  an 
outline  of  his  family  by  Perry  L.  Crossman  (llaa),  son  of  William  B.  above. 

It  was  sent  to  Olive  (21ba)  and  Isabelle  (21bb)  Dix,  two  granddaughters  of 
Orrin  W.  above,  during  their  correspondence  x-jith  Perry  in  the  early  1900's. 

To  date,  no  satisfactory  confirmation  of  the  relationship  shown  has-  been 
found  in  public  records.  In  fact,  an  early  local  history  of  Jasper  County, 
Mo.,  contains  a  biographical  sketch  of  William  B.,  naming  as  his  father  a 
William  Crossman,  said  to  have  come  from  Scotland  about  1780  and  to  Chicago 
about  1829.  This  sketch  was  clearly  in  error  in  certain  details  and  we  be¬ 
lieve  some  supporting  data  xtfould  be  called  for,  before  accepting  that  version, 
rather  than  the  foregoing.  Perry  was  describing  the  members  of  his  own 
father's  family  and,  while  the  man  he  named  as  his  grandfather  had  died  before 
he  was  born,  he  doubtless  knew  who  he  was. 

Several  letters  from  Perry  to  his  "dearest  Cousin  Julia"  (21b  -  dau. 
of  Orrin  W.),  are  still  preserved.  They  date  back  to  1869  and  in  them  he 
refers  intimately  to  Uncle  Silas,  Aunt  Fanny  Clark  and  her  children,  to  Aunt 
Qiive  (Orrin' s  wife)  and  his  cousin  Freeman,  (Orrin' s  son).  There  is  no 
doubt  that  William  B.  was  closely  associated,  for  a  number  of  years,  with 
the  Crossman  family  group  near  Rockford,  Ill.  Perry,  Freeman  and  Julia  were 
born  there,  William  B.  witnessed  the  deed  when  Orrin  sold  his  lots  in  185>1i, 
Perry  and  Julia  had  a  picture  taken  together  as  children  (about  l8$f>-6),  even 
Perry's  middle  name,  Landon,  was  quite  likely  a  tribute  to  his  Aunt  Olive's 
brother,  Landon  Taylor,  a  distinguished  preacher  in  Iowa. 


"Henry  (or  Henry  A.)  Crossman,"  listed  in  Joplin  City  Directories  from 
before  1899  to  1910,  may  be  the  "H.  B."  Crossman  mentioned  above.  He  x>ras  with 
the  Crossman  Mining  Co.  located  outside  the  city.  "Robert  Crossman"  bought  ij.0

Census  records  (1850)  and  birthplaces  of  his  children  show  that 

lliiam  B.  lived  in  Boone  County,  Ill.  just  after  his  marriage  and  in 
adjoining  Winnebago  County  near  Rockford  2  years  later.

The  family  of  James  Taylor  Sr  (13)  moved  from  N.Y.  to  Scioto  County,  Ohio 
about  1835  or  36,  following  earlier  moves  there  by  James  Jr.  and  Landon.  The 
father,  James  Sr.,  was  a  Methodist  minister  for  3b  years  and  four  of  his  sons  - 
James  Jr.,  Landon,  William  and  Harvey  -  were  also  ministers  of  this  faith,  first 
in  Ohio  and  later  in  Ill.  and  Iowa.  James  Jr.  and  Landon  were  also  agents  of 
the  American  Bible  Society.  Julia  (lb)  was  living  with  her  daughter  Olive  (23)  - 
in  Harlem,  Ill.  in  1850  and  in  Belvidere,  Ill.  in  i860.  She  and  Landon  visited 
Olive  near  Benton  Harbor,  Mich,  about  1866. 


Hathaway  Family 


No  record  of  the  parents  of  Julia  A.  Hathai^ay  have  been  found,  although 
some  Hathaxtfay  ancestry  in  America  has  been  traced  back  to  an  arrival  in  Marble¬ 
head,  Mass,  before  1680.  The  family  of  Thomas  Hathaway  Sr.,  a  widower  with  b 
children  from  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  was  at  one  time  thought  to  provide  a  clue  to 
Julia's  origin.  Followers  of  Jemima  Wilkinson,  11  the  Friend,"  they  passed  through 
Newtown  in  1790,  en  route  to  the  founding  of  her  colony  on  Keuka  Lake.  But  their 
eldest  son,  Thomas  Jr.,  did  not  marry  and  leave  the  colony  until  1793,  two  years 
after  Julia  was  born.  Her  parents  evidently  settled  near  Newtown  (Elmira)  before 
that. 

William  G.  Hathaway,  relationship  unknown,  is  recorded  as  having  been  the 
teacher  who  held  forth  longest  in  a  school  which  was  the  pride  of  the  citizens, 
in  the  early  days  at  Elmira.  (From  a  history  of  Chemung  County  -  quoted  by

Landon  (13b)  lived  with  his  grandmother  Anna  T.  Batterson  from  1821-2 
until  he  moved  to  Scioto  Co.  Ohio  in  l83h.  His  wife  became  insane  3  years  after 

marriage  and  spent  remainder  of  her  life  in  asylum.  The  family  was  broken  up. 

Landon  x^ent  to  Iowa  in  l8U5j  retired  in  Michigan  in  187U.  Wrote  a  book,  "The 

Battlefield  Reviewed",  which  x^as  the  source  of  much  of  the  earlier  Landon-Taylor 

family  history  included  herein.  Landon  was  active  as  a  minister  more  than  thirty 
years.

Harvey  Taylor  (l3f)  was  a  minister  in  Iowa  from  1850  until  his  health 
failed  in  1863.  After  some  years  in  business  he  retired  about  1870  to  a  farm  in 
Pipestone  Twp.  Mich.  Harvey  (I3fb)  left  home  before  Ella's  marriage  in  188U  and 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  the  midwest.  Ella  and  her  husband  lived  in  the  Dakotas, 
Montana  &  Brit.  Col.  when  those  frontiers  were  really  wild.  Will  came  home,  also' 
in  1884,  from  his  quest  of  fortune  in  the  west  and  remained  in  Michigan  to  teach. 
Mattie  &  Allie  were  missionaries  to  Japan  for  some  1*0  &  20  years  respectively. 

Both  later  lived  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  -  Allie  for  many  years.  So  did  the  writer  -  but 
without  learning  of  the  presence  of  these  old  friends  of  his  mother. 


Old  diaries  of  Charles  W.  Crossman  (31),  dated  from  1882  to  1888,  indipate 
a  very  close  friendship  existed  between  his  Uncle  Harvey's  family  and  himself 
also  between  Mattie  &  Allie,  at  least,  and  Cora  E.  Kennedy  (35)  before  and  after 
Charles  and  Cora's  marriage  in  1885.

Will  Taylor  (I3fc)  was  for  many  years  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Lower 
Michigan,  serving  also  as  Supt.  of  Schools  in  Lawton,  Marcellus,  Three  Oaks, 
etc.  He  was  spending  a  winter  in  Georgia,  in  search  of  improved  health,  when 
he  died  there  in  190^.

No  record  of  Orrin  W.  Crossman  or  his  parents  has  been  found  from  the 
time  of  his  birth  in  N.Y.  in  1820  until  181*7,  when  he  purchased  two  lots  in 
Roscoe,  near  Rockford,  Ill.  Census  reports  list  him  as  a  farmer.  His  uncle, 
Timothy  E,,  was  there  earlier  (181*3)  and  his  mother  (Eunice),  his  brother, 
William  B.,  and  others  of  the  family  came  later.  Orrin  W,  appears  to  have 
lived  in  Roscoe,  or  in  nearby  Harlem  or  Belvidere,  Ill.  until  after  l86l,  when 
he  moved  to  Benton  Twp.  near  Brunson  Harbor  (now  Benton  Harbor)  Michigan.  He 
was  mustered  into  Civil  War  service  there  9/13/1861;  as  Sergeant,  Co.  H,  28th 
Mich.  Inf.  and  died  five  months  later  of  typhoid  fever.  Buried  in  the 
National  Cemetery  at  Alexandria,  Va. 

Olive  Taylor  is  believed  to  have  remained  with  her  father  until  his 
death  in  Ohio  about  18UU .

The  young  men  of  Olive's  family  were  each  in  a  different  branch  of 
service  during  World  War  II.  Robt.  Cochran  in  the  Army  (Signal  Corps)  in 
Germany;  Harold  Current  in  the  Air  Force  in  France  and  Italy;  Ted  Frederick 
in  the  Marines  on  the  Pacific  Islands.  Howard  Johnson  served  in  the  Navy 
(Pacific  Theatre)  during  the  war  also.  The  two  families  were  thus  represented 
in  each  of  the  four  Armed  Services  of  the  United  States. 

If  a  story  were  to  be  written,  of  what  lies  behind  the  simple  names, 
dates  and  places  shown  for  Olive  and  Isabelle  Dix,  it  would  surely  illustrate 
how  little  most  of  us  can  do  to  control  the  course  of  our  lives.  Orphaned  at 
an  early  age  through  the  loss  of  their  mother,  who  was  herself  an  orphan,  the 
elemental  struggle  to  exist  and  to  bring  up  their  families  required  all  their 
time ^  and  energies.  Each  lost  her  husband  many  years  ago  -  Isabelle  under  the 
tragic  circumstances  of  a  fall  while  he  was  at  work  -  shifting  more  of  the 
load  on  to  their  shoulders. 

It  has  not  been  an  easy  life  for  them  and  if  these  later  years  have 
been  less  burdensome,  with  the  more  pressing  cares  transferred  to  the  grand¬ 
children,  it  is  a  respite  well  earned.

An  interesting  cross-section  of  the  life  of  Chas,  W.  Crossman  appears 
in  a  group  of  fragmentary  diaries  and  other  papers  of  his,  covering  brief 
periods  between  1882  and  1888.  Charles  graduated  from  Michigan  Agricultural 
College  at  a  time  (1882)  when  that  institution  placed  great  stress  on  the 
return  of  its  students  to  the  farm,  but  he  was  successively  salesman,  school 
teacher  and  house  builder,  with  only  a  summer  or  two  of  farming  between 
teaching  assignments.  He  worked  as  salesman  or  solicitor  for  this  and  that 
whenever  other  jobs  ran  out,

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The  pioneering  instinct  evidently  still  strong  in  him,  he  built  a 
large  boat  in  Peru,  Ind. ,  loaded  into  it  his  family  and  a  few  household  goods 
and  in  the  summer  of  1897,  journeyed  by  river  to  Tennessee.  There  he  planned 
to  resume  farming  near  Clarksville,  hoping  to  find  his  fortune  in  the  then 
awakening  South.  Instead  he  and  all  his  family  were  taken  from  the  boat  to 
a  hospital  at  Memphis,  where  he  died  as  a  result  of  malaria  contracted  along 
the  river.  Summer  is  not  the  time  to  make  such  a  trip.

Wooley  Family 

No  serious  attempt  has  been  made  to  find  connecting  links  between  the 
early  recorded  history  of  this  family  and  the  generations  included  here, 
probably  because  attention  has  been  chiefly  directed  elsewhere. 


It  seems  in  order,  however,  to  express  respectful  disagreement  with 
the  firmly  held  family  tradition  that  the  Wooley' s  were  "Pennsylvania  Dutch." 
Not  only  is  there  a  lack  of  any  Dutch  flavor  to  the  name  but  very  little 
research  is  required  to  show  that  the  first  Wooley  families  to  arrive  were 
definitely  English.  They  settled  first  in  R.I.  (1653  to  1660)  and  later 
became  well  established  in  Monmouth  County,  N.J.  across  the  Hudson  River  from

Even  the  parallel  tradition  that  Sarah  Jane  (Wooley)  Kennedy  was  an 
heir  to  a  fabulous  estate  in  Holland  is  in  itself  contradic  ory,  as  mos 
us  are  aware  that  the  so-called  Pennsylvania  Dutch  were  not  Dutch  at  ail 
German,  not  likely  to  be  Uth  or  5th  generation  descendants  of  the  Holland^ 
burgher  of  the  story.  If  some  of  the  Wooley' s  were  heirs  to  this  estate 
and  there  is  no  apparent  reason  to  doubt  that  claim  -  the  relationship 
probably  resutoed^rom  a  triage  "across  the  river"  between  *  “^00 
Wooley  and  a  Dutch  girl  from  N.  Y.  who  qualified  as  an  hei  *  Durelv 
residence  in  Penna.,  if  any,  on  the  way  to  Ohio,  would  have  been  pur  y 

coincidental. 

Of  course,  it  is  possible  that  one  of  the  Wooleys,  on  his  way  west, 
married  into  a  ?^ily  of  true  Penna.  Dutch  ancestry.  Such  an  event  would 
oartially  sustain  our  family  legend  but  would,  of  itself,  support  no  --- 
to  toe  wealth  of  the  eccentoic  "Dutch  uncle."  The  suspicion  remains  toat 
any  Dutch  in  this  family  is  of  the  New  Amsterdam  variety,  consi  ^  y 
diluted  with  Anglo-Saxon  stock.

Norman  E,  Brown  is  remembered  as  being,  in  his  later  years,  the  head 
of  the  St.  Joe  Iron  Works,  a  machine  shop  and  factory  making  various  types  of 
machinery. 

His  two  sons  -  Edward  in  Benton  Harbor  and  William  M.  in  St.  Joseph  - 
together  organized  and  operated  the  Brown  (formerly  Twin  City)  Ice  and  Coal 
Go.  Still  a  going  concern,  this  company's  history  goes  back  to  the  days  when 
the  winter  ice  harvest  in  Paw  Paw  Lake  was  an  annual  event  of  great  importance 
to  the  community.

Nelson  G.  Kennedy  was  a  lawyer  but  was  probably  better  known  in  his 
community  for  his  love  and  display  of  fine  horses  than  for  any  legal  prowess. 
He  engaged  during  his  lifetime  in  many  kinds  of  business  and  would  trade  in 
almost  any  commodity.  At  one  time  (l88h-5)  the  family  lived  in  and  operated 
a  store  and  restaurant  in  downtown  Benton  Harbor  and  Chas.  W.  Crossman  (31) 
boarded  there,  probably  until  his  marriage  to  Cora  in  1885.  Grandma  (Wooley) 
Price  and  her  husband  from  Iowa  visited  them  also  in  Dec.  I88I4. . 

"N.G."  was  another  example  of  the  "rolling  stones,"  with  which  this 
group  of  families  was  well  supplied.  The  birthplaces  of  his  children  show 
how  frequently  the  scene  of  activity  changed  between  Michigan  and  Illinois. 

And  in  Benton  Harbor  alone,  Cora  at  one  time  counted  nineteen  different 
houses  where  she  had  lived.

His  wife,  Iola,  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  organizing  Camp  Fire  Girls 
and  related  summer  class  and  day  camp  programs.  As  "Aunt  Ola"  to  some  of  us, 
she  is  remembered  as  a  refined  and  gracious  woman,  always  held  in  very  high 
regard.
